Importance of DDO collection to Fingshed Intelligence 


In order to put the problem in perspective, I shall 
describe the nature of our finsihed intelligence 

in terms of coverage and sources. 

--Then I will focus in on DDO reporting pee se. 


Before getting into this, let me make a few 
observations about the memsurement of the imporéance 
of collection programs. 
--There is no single measure of the importance of 
DDO xa@p collection--or for that matter reporting 
from any other collection program. 
--Importance of any particular collection programs 
varies in terms of: 
TOPIC under study: Monetary developments vs Missiles 
Geographic area : Open society with good press 
Closed society with controlled pret 
Backward society with no press. 
NEEDS of consumers: Treasury needs for information 
different from that of SALT deleg

-~-We have selected two basic types as indicative of 
overall production: the National Intelligence 
Bulletin and the various monographs we produce.

You should realize that all our finished intelligence 
production is "all-source''--that is, it is based on all 
sources of information available to the US Govern- 
ment--not just official reporting, but also that which 
is in the open literature. 
--Seldom do we write a paper which is based ona 
ee: single source or even single collection program.

Results: As shown in Chart 8, numbers will add to 
more than 100% because our products draw on all 
sources bearing on subject under consideration. 
--Even with three-part breakdown totals are 127% 
for current and 145% for monographs.

--Discuss Charts 6 and 7 regarding human sources 
with emphasis on clandestine collection. 
. Note includes DCD collection as follows: 
:DCD strongest on economic and scientific from 
academia and businesses and banks involved in 
trade, oil, and monetary affairs. 
:Strong in Middle East, USSR, and some China. 
:Most of its impact is on monographs reflecting 
research in depth rather than current reporting. 
--Clandestine reporting registered here does not 
include contribution from DDO's SIGINT efforts 
from: 
. Third Parties, Close-in support and Cryptologic 
assistance, which are very important, 
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
